'  "Civil  War  personalities  and  events  on  tokens,  medals  and  badges 
absorb  my  interest.  I  do  not  try  to  obtain  every  medal  of  Lincoln,  ’ 
Grant,  Davis  and  Lee  that  I  come  across,  but  am  greatly  tempted  when¬ 
ever  the  medal's  design  appeals  to  me  for  artistic  or  historic  reasons. 
Most  of  the  items  in  my  collection  have  resulted  from  attendance  at 
coin  shows.  It  is  difficult  to  know  what  material  is  available  in  this 
field  until,  one  finds  something  at  a  dealer's  table.  It  is  most  satis¬ 
fying  whenever  another  personality  or  event  is  added  that  was  not 
previously  represented  in  my  collection.

I  was  happy  to  add  this  medal  to  my 'collection,  as  Monroe 
is  also  my. home  town.  A. portrait • of  Gen.  Phil  Kearny  engraved  on  a 
die  huh  was  obtained  at  the  recent  MSNS  Fall  convention  in  Detroit. 

So  far  I  have  not.  found  Gen.  Hooker  on  a  token  or  medal,  but  who  knows, 
perhaps  the  next  coin  show  will  produce  something. 

"Exhibits  at.  coin  shows  have-  long  attracted  me.  I  was  slow  to  set 
Up  an  exhibit,  because  I  felt  that  there  were  not  many  people  who  were 
interested  in  tokens  and  medals.  •  But  with  encouragement,  I  began  to 
exhibit,  and  I  have  found  exhibiting  to  be  a  happy  experience.

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THE  MANTANUSKA  VALLEY  COLONY  AND  ITS  TOKENS  pg.  ^5 

By  -  Herb  W.  Goff,  Mich-TAMS  #17 

In  the  spring  of  1935  a  unique  experiment  was  inaugurated  by  the 
Federal  Government,  when  in  accordance  with  its  "Hew  Deal"  policies,  it 
transplanted  201  farmers  and  their  families  from  drought  stricken  lands 
in  the  Middle  West  to  the  fertile  Mantanuska  Valley  in  Alaska. 

The  prospective  settlers  were  preceded  by  a  vanguard  of  120  men 
(chosen  from  relief  rolls)  who  cleared  land  and  made  other  preparations 
for  the  coming  of  the  modern  day  colonists.  The  first  contingent  of 
settlers,  consisting  of  sixty-seven  families  from  Minnesota,  boarded 
the  old  Army  transport  "St.  Michiel"  at  San  Francisco,  on  May  1,  1935- 
About  four  hundred  men  from  transient  camps  accompanied  the  settlers  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  the  Hew  Colony.  (A  Transient  Camp  was  another 
scheme  of  the  "New  Deal"  to  help  the  many  men  and  women  who  were  riding 
the  freight  trains  from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other  in  search  of 
work  during  the  Depression,  and  they  were  located  close  to  every  division 
along  the  railroads.)  . 

The  Minnesotian  families ' arrived* in  Alaska  on  May  7th,  and  upon 
arrival  at  the  colony  sites  found  that' the  temporary  dwellings—tents 
with  wooden  floors,  were  ready  for' occupancy.  The  temporary  abodes 
sufficed  until  permanent  log  cabins  could  be  erected.  The  Minnesotians 
were  followed  shortly  thereafter  by  sixty- seven  families  from  Michigan, 
and  sixty-seven  families  from  'Wisconsin'.  This  contingent  arrived  at  the 
colony  project  on  the  morning  of  May  23,  1935.  On  the  same  day,  40  acre 
plots  were  apportioned  among  the  settlers  by  lot. 

As  could  be  expected,  -there  was.  .some  dissatisfaction  among  the 
colonists.  Some  were  homesick  for  the  States  from  which  they  had  just 
come.  Some  quarreled  with  -the  Administrative  Officials,  and  others  were 
disappointed  and  said  that  they  had  been  .mis- informed  about  the  projects. 
Some  of  the  colonists  returned  to  the  United  States  after  a  stay  of  but 
a  few  months  in  the  colony.  - 'On  February  24,  1937,  colony  officials  re- 
.ported  that  out  of  the  201  original .settlers,  66  families  had  departed, 
leaving  135  families  remaining. •  It  was . also .noted  that  thirty-one  new 
families  had  been  added  to  the  colony,  which  gave  it  a  population  of 
1  66  families .  . . 

The  colonists  were  financed  under  a  plan  whereby  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  gave  loans  of  )3,000.00  to  each  family,  which  was  to  be  paid  back 
within  a  period  of  thirty  years.  Interest  on  the  loans  amounted  to 
approximately  three  per  cent.  No  payment  on  the  principal  or  interest 
was  necessary  until  the  fifth  year,  in  order1  to-  give  the  settlers  ample 
time  to  become  self-supporting’.  ’ 

The  Alaska  Rural  Rehabilitation.  Corporation  represented  the  Federal 
Government  in  this  unusual  undertaking.  The  tokens  issued  by  the  corpora¬ 
tion  for  use  by  the  colonists  were  eight  in  number.  They  consisted  of 
one,  five,,  ten,  twenty-five,-  fifty-  cents  and  one  dollar.  They  were  made 
in  aluminum.  Denominations-  of  -five  and  ten  dollars  were  made  of  brass. 
With  the  exception  of  the  -one  cent  token,  which  is  of  octagonal  shape, 
the  tokens  are  of  the  same  size  and  shape  as  the  United  States  coins 
which  they  represnted.  These  -tokens  were  used  under  a  system  whereby 
substanance  and  other  necessities  were  provided  on  credit. 

The  initials  A.R.R.C.  for  the  Alaska  Rural  Rehabilitation  Corpora¬ 
tion  are  on  the  obverse  of  every  token. 

February  10,  1937,  was  the  last  day  on  which  tokens  could  be  traded 
in  at  the  colony's  commissary.  The  following  day  a  new  system  was 
established,  which  was  known  as  the  work-credit  scheme.  Under  this 
system  the  colonists  were  paid  for  work  done  on  property  not  their  own, 
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such  as  clearing  land,  constructing  farm  buildings  and  other  similar 
work.  The  settlers  had  some  cause  for  jubilation  with  this  system,  as 
they  were  paid  for  their  work  in  the  regular  U.S.  currency. 

Today,  some  thirty  odd  years  later,  the  Mantanuska  Valley  is  a 
thriving  community  with  a  much  larger  population- (Due  no  doubt  to  the 
long  winter  nights.)  Its  climate  is  somewhat  similar  to  that  of  Mich¬ 
igan,  but  with  a  shorter  growing  season.  Its  people  are  a  hardy  bunch, 
for  Alaska  is  no  place  for  the  weak  and  timid. 


Alaska  has  much  to  offer  in  the  way  of  medals  and  tokens- — not  only 
from  the  past,  but  for  present  items  being  struck  and  planned  for  future 
release  as  well.

NATIONAL  SHRINES  and  PARKS 

By  -  Melvin  Puld,  Mich- TAMS  #141 

One  of  the  little  mentioned  tokens  and  a  definate  foigotton  series 
are  ’’National  Shrines  and  Parks". 


The  designs  in  the  following  list  number  twenty-three,  of  which 
seventeen  are  Obverse,  two  are  additions  on  Obverse,  and  four  on  Reverses. 
Of  the  seventeen  Obverse,  ten  are  of  one  style  of  Reverse,  and  the  other 
seven  include  the  four  noted  above,  one  as  a  variant  of  the  standard 
form  (Cape  Charles),  one  as  a  Masonic  symbol,  and  one  is  the  merely 
recorded  item  listed  as  "good  luck  symbol”  and  probably  the  standard 
pattern.  The  standard  is  listed  under  Note  1 ,  and  the  single  variant 
under  Note  2. 

Overlapping  appears  in  the  list,  --in  two  cases  as  a  "secondary" 
title  in  the  Obverse,  and  four  as  the  Reverses  noted  above.  These  are 
all  marked  as  "Ref."  and  relate  to  the  main  title  in  the  Obverse. 

All- are  brass,  raised  rim,  straight  edge,  and  measure  IS  (1-1/3") 
except  Cape  Charles  which  is  19  (1-3/16”).  All  have  pictorial  repre¬ 
sentation  of  the  title,  within  a  raised  rim  except  as  indicated  by  (f). 

All  have  a  hole  at  the  top,  except  Castle  Rock  and  Chimney  Rock. 

Small  letter  legends  are  listed  in  (  )  on  Obverse  and  Reverse.  All 
these  pieces  were  made  by  Scoville  for  Ealk  Novelty  Company  in  1947. 

It  is  a  pity  that  Scoville  discontinued  manufacture  of  pieces  of  this 
type.  They  likewise  have  no  copies  of  most  of  these  pieces;  however 
there  is  record  of  all  the  pieces.

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Of  the  nearly  100  Detroit  merchants  listed  by  George  and  Melvin 
Fuld  in  their  booklet,  "A  Guide  to  Civil  War  Store  Card  Tokens"  one  of 
the  scarcest  was  issued  by  Edward  Kanter  with  the  commonest  variety 
being  shown  as  rarity  7.  These  tokens  are  known  with  only  one  obverse 
type,  a  description  of  which  is  as  follows: 

EDWARD  KANTER  /  GROCERIES  /  PRODUCE  /  &  /  SHIP  /  CHANDLERY  / 

DETROIT 

The  reverse,,  or  what  would  normally  be  considered  the  "Heads",  is 
known  to  occur  in  three  different  varieties  of  the  familiar  "Indian 
...  Head"  design.  Kanter  tokens  are  known  to  exist  in  copper,  brass,  zinc 
washed  copper,  and  copper-nickel  and  with  both  reeded  and  plain  edges. 

Edward  Kanter  is  best  known  for  establishing  the  German-American 
Bank  of  Detroit  in  1371 j  of  which  he  was  president  for  many  years  Until 
his  retirement  in  1894. 

In  the  spring  of  T345  at  the  age  of  21 ,  Kanter  arrived  in  the 
United  States  from  his  native  Silesia  (Poland).  His  first  job  was  that 
of  a  clerk  for  the  American  Fur  Company  on  Mackinac  Island,.  Later  he 
owned  a  general  merchandise  and  trading:  business  on  the  island.  In 
'.1847  Kanter  married  Fanny  Rebecpa  Granger-daughter  of  State  Senator 
Lyman  Granger,  and  they  moved  to  Detroit  in  1852  where  he  engaged  in 
a  retail  grocery  business  at  13  Cadillac  Square.  In  time  they  became 
the  parents  of  three  sons.  Later  he  moved  to  the  foot  of  Woodward 
Avenue,  where  he  established  himself  in  the  ship  chandelry  business  in 
connection  with  which  he  built  up  a  large  and  prosperous  enterprise. 

He  began  purchasing  vessels  and  eventually  accumulated  a  fleet  of  boats 
which  he  successfully  utilized  in  connection  with  navigation  on  the 
Great  Lakes.  Thus  was  laid  the  foundation  for  the  substantial  fortune 
which  placed  him  .among  the  influential  capitalists  of  early  Detroit. 

Mr.  Kanter  died  at  the  beautiful  old  family  homestead  on  Madison 
Avenue  in  Detroit  on  the  24th  of  June,  1396,  and  it  is  said  the  entire 
community  recognized  in  his  passing  the  loss  of  a  citizen  of  sterling 
character  and  of  large  and  benignant  accomplishment,  and  a  man  whose 
name  merits  enduring  place  on  the  roll  of  the  honored  pioneers  of  the 
Michigan  metropolis.

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GRIZZLE  LEE  BEAR 
By  -  James  S.  Jonker 

After  long  and  ardent  research,  we  found  that  Grizzle  was  a  native 
of  California.  Being  a  friendly  and  fun-loving  bear,  he  was  loved  by 
everyone--almost  that  is. 

The  festival  committees  in  the  California  cities  were  formed  locally 
to  represent  commercial,  fraternal  and  civic  organizations,  and  it  was 
only  natural  that  the  various  festival  committees  soon  adopted  friendly 
old  Grizzle  for  the  obverse  of  such  tokens  as  the  Portola  Festival  in 
San  Francisco,  California  held  in  1909  (HIC  #3 89)  9  the  Los  Angeles  Elks 
Reunion  in  1915*  and  others. 

Perhaps  you  would  like  to  learn  of  some  of  the  background  and  the 
problems  that  Grizzle  endured  before  he  was  immortalized  in  1909. 

Grizzle  Lee  Bear  was  a  nice  enough  looking  bear,  as  bears  go. 
Clinging  to  his  8* 7-3/11"  frame  was  approximately  376-3/8  pounds  of 
solid  bear  meat  (in  the  springtime  that  is).  But  now  it  was  fall,  and 
his  21 3-1/3  pounds  (roughly)  of  hibernating  fat  brought  his  weight  up 
to  1089-17/24  pounds.  !  But  he  carried  it  well  under  his  thick,  shiny, 
dark  brown  hair  which  was  neatly  combed  down  with  "Beetle-Cream"-— the 
forest’s  largest  selling  fur  grease.  All  the  way  from  his  jet-black 
nose  to  his  bright  white  nails,  to  the  tough  pads  on  his  feet,  he  was 
a  very  handsome  bear --in  his  own  why. 

It  was  fall  and  Grizzle  was  looking  for  someone  to  spend  the  winter 
with.  He  never  spent  his  winters  alone,  but  this  year  he  was  becoming 
dubious  as  to  his  chances  of  getting  a  female  bear  to  winter  with  him 
in  his  plush  cave.  Oh,  -he  had  gone  on  several  dates  toward  the  end  of 
the  summer,  but  something  was  wrong.  When  he  asked  a  bearess  for  a 
second  date,  she  always  seemed  to. .  be  busy  that  night,  and  every  Tuesday 
night  (Tuesday  is  the  time  when  bears  go  out  on  dates),  for  the  remain¬ 
der  of  the  summer  and  fall  this  same  thing  happened.  He  thought  that 
perhaps  he  wasn't  suave  enough,  for  whenever  the  time  came  for  the  "good¬ 
night  kiss",  all  he  got  was  a  "paw  shake". 

One  Tuesday  night  he  was  watching  T.V.  (,he  didn’t  have  a  date,  of 
course)  in  his  pad  in  the  hill,  and  some  very  interesting  commercials 
appeared  on  the  I.T.  (Idiot  Tube).  As  usual  there. were  four  or  five 
in  one  stretch.  During  the  first;  there  appeared  a  skinfc  who  was  intro¬ 
duced  to  a  forty-eight  hour  protection  deodorant.  Next  was  a  porcupine 
who  claimed  to  get  thirty-four  smooth  shaves  from  some  slick  razor 
blade.  Then  appeared  a  cow  with  a  "cross-your-heart "  you -know  what. 

Last  of  all,  to  his  amazement,,  was  a  bear-- just  like  himself.  This 
really  surprised  him,  for  he  had  thought  that  a  bear  like  himself  never 
appeared  on  television  1  Well,  this  bear  had  a  problem.  He  couldn't 
keep  a  steady  girl.  With  all  his  fish  and  grub  eating,  he  had  bad 
breath.  After  he  repeatedly  got  turned  down  when  asking  for  a  second 
date,  a  friend  at  last  confided  to  him  about  his  bad  breath  problem, 
and  recommended  that  he  use  "Cold-Mate  101"  super-strength  mouthwash. 

The  star  of  the  commercial  took  his  friends  advice,  and  tried  out  this 
new  mouthwash,  with  astounding  results.  His  football  teammates  let  him 
in  the  huddles  again,  and  every  cheerleader  wanted  to  go  out  with  him. 

Grizzle  took  this  commercial! to  heart,  and  went  to  the  store 
immediately  and  purchased  a  whole  winter's  supply.  Using  it  before  his 
next  date,  he  was  deeply  gratified.  He  had  a  wonderful  time,  and  his 
girl  accepted  a  date  for  the  next  Tuesday  night.  With  trustworthy  "lOI", 
he  later  found  a  mate  and  spent  a  happy  winter. 

Moral:  If  you  eat  raw  fish  and  grubs,  use  Cold-Mate  101,  or  you’ll  end 

up  spending  the  whole  winter  sleeping  alone. 


THE  ALBION  COMMERCIAL  COLLEGE  TOKEN 
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- "There  is  no  need  for  conjecture  or  uncertainty  in  determining  as 
to  the  value  and  success  of  the  life  of  Ira  Mayhew.  Long  known  as  one 
of  Michigan's  foremost  educators,  he  had  much  to  do  with  the  defining 
and  building  of  the  admirable,  public  school  system  of  the  state.  He 
realized  in  the  most  significant  sense  that  the  true  success  is  not  that 
gained  through  commercial  pre-eminence  or  personal  aggrandizement,  but 
rather  that  which  lies  in  the  eternal  verities  of  human  sympathy  and 
helirfulness .  He  left  the  heritage  of  noble  thoughts  and  noble  deeds.  He 
was  a  man  of  broad  intellectuality,  and  viewed  life  and  its  responsibili¬ 
ties  in  their  right  proportions.  He  was  not  given  to  half- views  and 
rash  inferences.  The  leap  from  the  particular  to  the  general  is'  ever 
tempting  to  the  thoughtless,  but  it  was  not  to  this  man  of  strength  and 
judgement  and  lofty  motives." 

Dr.  Ira  Mayhew,  known  to  token  collectors  as  the  issuer  of  one  of 
the  most  frequently  encountered  Michigan  store  card  tokens  of  the  Civil 
War  era  is  the  subject-  of  the  above  description  as  found  in  an  early 
publication.  A  description  of  the  Mayhew  token  is  as  follows: 

Obverse --ALBION  COMMERCIAL  COLLEGE  /  IRA  MAYHEW,  /  PRES ' T ,  / 

.ALBION,  /  MICH.  Reverse --MAYHEW1 S  PRACTICAL  BOOK-KEEPING  /  THE  / 
'CHEAPEST  /  AND  THE  /  BEST.  /  1  363  . 

These  tokens  are  known  in  both  copper  and  brass.  The  copper  is  the 
more  common  variety. 

Ira  Mayhew  was  born  in  Ellisburg  Township,  Jefferson  County,  New 
York  on  March  22,  1314.  Early  in  life  he  decided  on  a  career  in  educa¬ 
tion.  It  is  recorded  that  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  he  was  engaged 
to  teach  school  in  his  home  district  and  thus  began  a  lifetime  in  his 
chosen  profession. 

He  married  Adeline  Sterling  of  Jefferson  County  on  August  23,  1838, 
arid  they  became  the  parents  of  four  children.  The  Mayhew  family  moved 
to  Monroe,  Michigan  in  1843.  There  he  became  a  teacher  at  a  branch  of 
the  newly  established  University  of  Michigan.  Later  Mayhew  served  four- 
years  as  State  Super intendent;.  of  Public  Instruction,  and  •  in  1353  was 
elected  President  of  Albion  College. 

The  Albion  Commercial  College  mentioned  on  the  Civil  War  token,  was 
organized  by  Dr.  Mayhew  in  i860,  and  operated  under  his  personal  super¬ 
vision.  In  1863  he  moved  his  college  to  Detroit,  where  its  facilities 
were  greatly  expanded  and  its  standards  raised.  This  was  said  to  be 
known  as  one  of  the  best  business  colleges  in  the  United  States. 

Mayhew  was  also  well  known  in  his  day  as  the  author  of  a  number  of 
widely  used  school  text  books. 

One  of  the  high  points  in  his  life  was  the  distinction  of  being 
chosen  as  the  first  president  of  the  National  Association  of  Business 
Colleges,  in  1378. 


Ira  Mayhew  died  at  his  home  in  Detroit  on  April  7,  1894.

3efore  I  could  be  seen  or  heard,  I  was  covered  with  a  bunch  of  the 
boys  with  "Lincoln"  on  one  side  and  "E  Pluribus  Unum"  and  stuff  on  the 
other,  and  I  was  "Unum".  Then  we  were  all  spread  out  on  a  moving  belt 
for  inspection,  and  I  still  had  a  chance,  but  just  at  the  moment  I  passed 
the  inspector  -~Gesundheit--and  I  was  on  the  way  to  the  counting  machine 
and  bag.  After  that  we  bumped  around  for  a  while  and  with  10,000  neigh¬ 
bors  rattling  around  together,  what  with  one  thing  and  amother,  my  condi¬ 
tion  was  not  noted.  , 

Eventually  we  arrived  at  a  hank,  and  out  of  the  anonymity  of  the  hag 
into  a  roll  I  went.  This  was  a  traumatic  experience  because  'with  only  50 
of  us,  I  was  noticed,  and  the  things  they  said  about  me  made  me  tone--the 
only  brand  new  uncirculated  cent  --well,  almost  cent-- that  ever  instantly 
toned.  r 

Nell,  time  passed,  and  eventually  we  were  taken  out  of  our  roll  and 
placed  in  a  cash  register  drawer.  Everybody  was  proud  --  we  were  going 
to  work,  I  was  a  little  nervous,  and  when  I  was  given  to  a  lady  in 
change,  excited --and  then- -HORROR- -she  gave  me  back  and  nobody  has  to  be 
that  critical  i 

I  was  then  tossed  into  a  little  compartment  with  a  bunch  of  old  beat 
out  coins  who  had  definitely  had  had  it.  This  looked  like  the  end  of  the 
road  for  me  until  one  day  I  heard  a  young  fellow  ask  the  merchant  if  he 
had  any  old  coins.  The  cash  register  rang  "No  Sale"  and  I,  along  with 
the  veterans  and  casualties  of  the  daily  small  change  traffic,  was  poured 
out  on  the  counter.  The  young  fellow  picked  me  up  by  my  edges,  no  less, 
and  it  was  love  at  first  sight.  The  merchant  gave  me  away,  but  my  new 
owner  wrapped  me  in  his  handkerchief  and  carefully  carried  me  home. 

Now  I  live  a  life  of  luxury,  going  to  conventions  and  coin  shows  in 
a  prize  winning  exhibit  called  "Mint  Errors".  When  I  am  home  I  am  placed 
in  my  own  plastic  container  with  my  name  on  it  --

The  term  "Love  Tokens"  in  numismatics  is  used  in  connection  with 
U.S.  and  foreign  silver  coins  that  have  been  beautifully  engraved  by 
skilled  craftsmen  and  jewelers  with  initials,  names,  etc. 

These  coins  were  extremely  popular  in  the  1 880 ' s  and  were  used  as 
bracelets,  earrings,  pendants,  etc.  Many  of  these  coins  are  found  with 
engravings  "mother,"  "father,"  "sister,"  "brother"  and  various  names, 
which  when  added  to  a  bracelet  would  give  the  wearer  a  coin  for  each 
member  of  her  family  and  usually  sweethearts  and  friends'  names  were 
added.  Some  of  the  beautiful  engravings  picture  animals,  street  scenes, 
insignias  of  organizations,  etc.  The  popularity  of  this  type  of  jewelry 
can  be  compared  to  the  charm  bracelet  of  today.
